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Veknon Kellogg., 

whose service in the food distribution in Belgium and 
Northern France in 1915 proved him a skilled executive, 
is a scientist of distinction. He has been Professor of 
Zoology at Leland Stanford University since 1894, and 
his leisure has been occupied in the writing of numerous 
volumes relating to his subject. 

Lady Kennabd 

is the daughter and wife of British diplomats. She is 
living in London, where she has been engaged in war work 
for the Government. She has already contributed to the 
Review. 

JOHAN F. ScHELTEMA, 

a Hollander by birth, has spent a number of years in 
Mediterranean lands occupied with studies of the Mo- 
hammedan Conquests and the Eastern Question. His 
writings are perhaps better known in England than here. 
He is at present at Yale University, his Alma Mater, en- 
gaged in work among Arabic manuscripts. 

Majok Louis L. Seaman, M. D., 

has practised medicine in New York for a quarter of a 
century, during which period he has held many public 
posts. Three times he has been sent as a delegate to Inter- 
national Medical Congresses. During the Russo- 
Japanese War he was with the Second Imperial Army of 
Japan. He, perhaps better than any other medical offi- 
cer, is qualified to plead for grades in that branch of the 
service as a consequence of his experience with Allied 
armies. 
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
